It's really well 
made and great to see 
that Abbie also managed 
to motivate other people 
to get involved and make 
a difference by doing a 
beach clean-up. 

“I was really im¬ 
pressed, that she also 
thought to interview an 
expert from the Wildlife 
Living Seas.

Decision deferred 
on car park plans 

THE Planning and Highways Committee of Crewk¬ 
erne Town Council deferred making any recom¬ 
mendations for an application to alter the Abbey 
Street car park walls. 

The plan is to prepare a better splay for the revers¬ 
ing of the one way system in Rose Lane to match 
the one way scheme for the town. The proposal in¬ 
cluded the re-building of the eastern wall, as a dou¬ 
ble construction with planting between, as well as 
repairing the western wall. 

Councillors wanted to seek clarification as they 
said the plans were not clear as to whether parking 
spaces would be lost due to the work. There was 
also doubt over the necessity of the double wall 
and planting. 

The application will be brought back to the full 
council on Monday, May 20th. 

Also at the meeting, chairman Councillor Jo Daw¬ 
son reported that the controversial plan for a wind 
turbine at Hewish had been withdrawn. 

Concern was also raised over the new takeaway 
on the corner of East Street, for which councillors 
had recommended refusal. 

The application had been for a hot food takeaway 
but councillors said they had seen notices on the 
door which led them to believe it was now to be a 
fish and chip shop with seating and wanted clarifi¬ 
cation, especially as no public toilet facilities had 
been included in the application. 

Charge for public toilets? 

CONCERNS over the runninng costs of public con¬ 
veniences were raised, as members of the town 
council's Amenities Committee discussed the 
takeover of the toilets from the district council. 

Crewkerne councillors queried the figures they 
had been received from the district, which showed 
a vast difference between estimated and actual 
costs per annum. 

Councillor Angie Singleton said the district had 
mentioned the possibility of refurbishing the facil¬ 
ities before the handover and that it would offer a 
sum to cover maintenance for three years. The 
amount, however, was based on the estimates and 
fell far short of the actual costs. 

Concerned that if they did not take on the toilets, 
the facilities would be lost altogether, councillors 
agreed that they were a much used facility and 
needed in a town the size of Crewkerne. 

Several cost cutting suggestions were made, in¬ 
cluding the use of town council cleaning staff in¬ 
stead of the contractors used by district, and the 
possibility of charging 20 pence for the use of toi¬ 
lets. 

Planting sponsors needed 

THE planting around the entrance to South Street 
car park in Crewkerne has reached the next stage 
with the required planting scheme having been 
drawn up. 

Now local businesses or organisations are being 
asked to come forward and provide the funding for 
the plants. 

The hard landscaping will be moved from the sen¬ 
sory garden at Bowhayes and the project is looking 
to begin in September when the grounds staff are 
not so busy with mowing and other maintenance 
work.

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Community justice 
takes a new direction 


'hanks to local hero 


FOLLOWING the fire at Buckland St 
Mary Primary School on St George's 
Day, pupils, staff, parents and gover¬ 
nors have thanked local hero Mark 
Drew with a card and gift, for raising 
the alarm when he spotted smoke 
coming from a small area of the roof. 

Headteacher Sue English said she 
would also like to thank Devon and 
Somerset Fire and Rescue Service for 


their swift response which meant that 
the damage was kept to an absolute 
minimum. 

Mrs English commented: "The sup¬ 
port we have received from parents, 
staff, governors and the local commu¬ 
nity has been fantastic, thank you." 

Although reparation work is cur¬ 
rently being undertaken the school is 
open to pupils as usual. 


This is in line with other 
neighbourhood justice 
panels which have been 
setup on the original Chard 
model. 

It was started at a time 
when the fear of crime was 
high in Chard. The police, 
the Crown Prosecution 
Service, the District Coun¬ 
cil and South Somerset 
Homes (now Yarlington) 
all got behind the idea. 
Eventually it went into the 
coalition manifesto. 

Ms Keitch said: “I would 
like to pay tribute to the 
wonderful contribution of 
the volunteers, without 
whom this could never 
have worked. 

“The project has won nu¬ 
merous awards including 
the Queen’s Award for Vol¬ 
untary Service and others 
have taken on the model 
that we started. What an 
achievement! 

“Community involve¬ 
ment without a magistrate 
or the police, is the key and 
most of the volunteers will 
be staying on. 

“There are five trustees, 
including John Lacey who 
has chaired the manage¬ 
ment committee very well, 


dealing with politicians 
and senior police officers. 
He deserves massive 
credit. 

“When I was first here, 
three nights a week I 
would pick up John and 
we would go to talk to 
parish councils, such was 
his dedication, and if I 
wanted to know something 
I could ring him and chew 
the fat. 

“Jill Shortland is still 
very committed and Cath 
Morrison was one of the 
original committee mem¬ 
bers. 

“The police have been 
incredibly supportive right 
across the board, from 
local level upwards. The 
list is endless with a con¬ 
stant change of personali¬ 
ties and new volunteers but 
the enthusiasm and reten¬ 
tion level has been incred¬ 
ible. 

“We have an extraordi¬ 
nary age range from peo¬ 
ple in their 80s to our 
youngest who is 21 and 
came from work experi¬ 
ence at 16 and did her 
Duke of Edinburgh gold 
community service award 
with us. She used to do

admin, then did her facili¬ 
tator training, shadowed 
the volunteers, now she 
leads in the huge majority 
of cases. 

“The service will no 
longer be based at the Lace 
Mill, there will probably 
be a desk at the police sta¬ 
tion but the panels are al¬ 
ways held in community 


halls. I am very positive 
about the future and feel 
very lucky to have enjoyed 
what I have been doing for 
the last eight years or so.”

AFTER a two year period 
of adjustment, the Com¬ 
munity Justice Panel 
which has helped local of¬ 
fenders and their victims 
negotiate mutual out¬ 
comes, without prosecu¬ 
tion, will soon be 
completely run by a trust.

Further checks on taxis after defects are found 


LOCAL taxi firms could face more 
frequent checks after an operation 
to check over 26 local taxis brought 
further disappointment to South 
Somerset District Council’s licens¬ 
ing enforcement team. 

Unexpected stop checks were car¬ 
ried out across the district on April 
26th, in a joint operation by Avon 
and Somerset Constabulary, the Ve¬ 
hicle and Operator Services Agency 
and South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil. 

Four taxis were taken off the road 
immediately after major defects 


were found. These included one 
with tyres below the legal minimum 
tread depth, one with a dipped head¬ 
light beam not working, one with a 
tyre below the minimum tread 
depth and with a constant velocity 
joint boot leaking and one with a 
power steering fault.

since our last checks, it was worry¬ 
ing to find two taxis with defective 
tyres, as drivers should check these 
daily. 

“I am currently in the process of 
reviewing our hackney carriage pol¬ 
icy, these further disappointing re¬ 
sults clearly indicate that some 
drivers and operators are not main¬ 
taining their vehicles properly and 
perhaps we should increase the 
frequency at which we test these ve¬ 
hicles.”

The scheme, called Volvo Selekt, has been widened 
from vehicles up to five-years-old to incorporate ve¬ 
hicles up to seven years old as long as they have trav¬ 
elled less than 100,000 miles. 

By increasing the age of the vehicles eligible to be 
sold under the scheme, VCUK is providing its 110- 
strong retail network with access to even more cars 
at a time when demand has increased among used 
car buyers for older, higher mileage vehicles. 

The move also reflects the change in consumer be¬ 
havior as motorists are keeping their vehicles longer 
both as a result of the economic climate and the im¬ 
proved reliability of modern cars. According to the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT), 
the average age of cars on the road in 2011 was 7.44 
years - two months older than the previous year.

BRITISH Car Auctions reports that limited supply of good 
quality vehicles continues to be a factor as demand keeps 
values strong. 

Leading vehicle remarketing specialist, British Car Auc¬ 
tions (BCA) has released its latest Pulse report on trends in 
the used vehicle sector. In April in the used car market, 
year-on-year values were up by over 16%. In the commer¬ 
cial sector, where there is strong demand for good quality 
vehicles, values rose for the third consecutive month to 
reach a new highpoint.

of April 2012 by £903 (16.1%). In the commercial vehicle 
sector the average April figure of £4,998 for all LCVs was 
the highest on record for any month since BCA began its 
Pulse Reports in 2005. Year on year, LCV values were ahead 
by £727 or 17%. 

Commenting on the April used vehicle data, Tim Naylor, 
Editor of the BCA Pulse Report said: "Post-Easter, buyer de¬ 
mand for cars weakened whilst stock availability improved, 
with the inevitable result that there was some pressure on 
values and conversion rates. That said, year on year values 
were still significantly ahead of the same month in 2012. 
We are still seeing plenty of interest in well-presented retail 
quality cars where values continue to outperform price 
guide expectations and in particular, we are seeing 


stronger demand at the budget end of the market as well 
as values for dealer part-exchange vehicles continuing to 
rise." 

In the commercial vehicle sector BCA's data shows that 
demand virtually across the board from smaller car-sized 
vans up to large long-wheel base panel vans helped keep 
values high. Condition and presentation remain important, 
and high mileage may discourage some bidders, but overall 
average values and conversion rates remain very strong. 

"LCV values have been universally strong throughout the 
first third of this year and are significantly higher than the 
same period last year", added Tim Naylor. "In the current 
market, the limited supply and levels of demand in the com¬ 
mercial vehicle remarketing sector have seen prices rise."
